became public knowledge. The М asarch Wave also reported inter- 
national, national and state news so that the townspeople were in- 
formed without the benefit of radio or television. It also contained 
advertisements of various goods and services, poetry, jokes, serializ- 
ed novels, recipes and public notices. 

Тһе people of 1903 were generally very cooperative. Neighbor 
helped neighbor in time of work, nced or trouble. Heber was a close- 
knit, but expanding, progressive, fruitful town well on its way to 
make a name for itself.
